The drawings were received on June 8, 2006. These drawings are acceptable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of an 
extending base for a portable computer having a base body, an electrical connector 
fixedly mounted on the base body, a detachable cover covering the base body, a 
plurality of first engaging elements mounted on the cover, a sliding structure for sliding 
along a direction in response to an external force, a latch connected with the sliding 
structure and protrudent out of the base body, a plurality of second engaging elements 
mounted on the sliding structure, and wherein the latch accepts the external force which 
impels the sliding structure to slide along a direction, now essentially included in claims 
1 and 19 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claims, respectively; 
an extending base for a portable computer having a base body having an ejecting 
element, a plurality of detachable covers adapted to a different size of the computer, a 
plurality of first engaging elements, a sliding structure, and a plurality of second 
engaging elements, included in independent claim 17 and in combination with the other 
elements recited in the claim; an extending base for a portable computer having a base 
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body, an electrical connector fixedly mounted to the base body, a detachable cover, a 
plurality of first engaging elements, a plurality of second engaging elements, and 
wherein the sliding structure is connected with an elastic element mounted on the base 
body so as to automatically slide back to a recovery position by an elasticity of the 
elastic element after an external force disappears, included in independent claim 20 and 
in combination with the other elements recited in the claim; an extending base for a 
portable computer having a base body, an electrical connector fixedly mounted o the 
body, a detachable cover, wherein the electrical connector is protrudent out of the 
detachable cover, a plurality of first and second engaging elements, and wherein the 
cover comprises two guiding elements respectively mounted at two upper corners of the 
detachable cover for guiding the portable computer to a fixed position, included in 
independent claim 21 and in combination with the other elements recited in the claim; 
and an extending base for a portable computer comprising a base body, an electrical 
connector, a detachable cover, a plurality of first and second engaging elements, and 
plural serial ports for being connected with plural computer peripheral equipment, 
included in independent claim 23 and in combination with the other elements recited in 
the claim. These various combinations of elements are not found in the prior art of 
record.
